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SIMEON  BAKER 

According  to  the  record  he  made  in  his  family  Bible,  and  to  the  1870 
U.S.  Census,  Simeon  Baker  was  born  February  5,  1790,  in  Smithfield  Township, 
Providence  County,  Rhode  Island.  Here  he  was  also  raised,  according  to  the 
statement  of  his  daughter  Emily  (Baker)  McConnaughey.  She  also  stated  that 
Simeon's  father  was  an  Englishman  who  emigrated  from- England,  to  America; 
that  Simeon  had  two  sisters  who  married  and- lived  in  the  state  of  New  York, 
whose  names  she  did  not  remember,  never  having  met  them;  and  that  he  had  one 
brother,  Jesse  Baker,  whom  she  knew  well,  whose  wife  was  named  Fenny,  and 
who  had  a  daughter  Miranda  Baker  who  married  a  Ne s  bit  and  lived  in  Poland, Ohio. 

Simeon  Baker  married  Elisabeth  Ziegler,  according  to  the  above  mentioned 
Bible  record.  She  was  bom  June  2 4,  1797,  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  the 
daughter  of  Abraham  Ziegler,  and  died  July  26,  1854,  at  Brighton,  Washington 
County,  Iowa,  of  cholera,  four  hours  after  being  stricken,  and  was  buried 
in  an  unmarked  grave  in  the  Brighton  cemetery.  Cholera  victims  of  that 
epidemic  were  buried  hastily,  at  night  "every  which  way,  so  that  you  can't 
dig  a  new  grave  without  running  into  one  of  the  old  ones",  said  the  sexton 
of  the  Brighton  comet ary  in  1946. 

The  Ziegler  family  were  "Pennsylvania  Dutch".  Abraham  Ziegler's 
early  life  was  spent  in  eastern  Pennsylvania;  later  he  moved  to  the 
western  part  of  the  state,  where  according  to  his  granddaughter,  Emily 
(Baker)  McConnaughey,  he  was  a  drover,  i.e.,  a  buyer  and  seller  of 
cattle  and  sheep,  and  consequently  was  well  known  in  that  section.  He 
also  made  considerable  money  in  wool  and  coal,  being  wealthy  when  he 
died  about  1805,  leaving  a  number  of  young  children.  Since  he  left  no 
will,  lawyers'  fees  and  Xitagation  ate  up  the  estate,  so  that  the 
children  inherited  almost  nothing  individually.  The  list  of  his 
children,  as  given  by  Emily  (Baker)  McConnaughey,  is  as  follows*

Aside  from  Elisabeth,  the  only  one  of  these  children  traceable  is 
John,  whose  descendants  still  live  in  Muscatine,  Iowa.  The  follwoing 
information  was  gathered  at  the  Muscatine  Public  Library  from  various 
county  histories,  and  from  old  copies  of  the  local  newspapers, 
preserved  in  the  library. 

John  Ziegler  was  bom  Aug.  29,  1805,  in  Westmoreland  Co.,  Penn. 

"When  11  years  old  removed  to  Butler  Co.  Penn,  he  received  scarcely 
any  educational  advantages,  but  was  forced  jso  obtain  his  knowledge  from 
observation  and  study  in  later  years.  When  15  years  old,  he  began  life's 
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battle  as  a  clerk  in  a  store,  in  which  he  remained  for  several  years, 
when,  attaining  his  majority,  he  engaged  in  mercantile  business  for  him¬ 
self.  While  in  Butler  County,  Pennsylvania,  he  was  united  in  marriage 
with  Miss  Sarah  Hoffa,  who  was  born  in  Butler  County.  In  1859  he  came 
West  to  view  the  country,  with  the  intention  of  choosing  a  location,  and 
the  same  year  returned  for  his  family.  They  traveled  as  far  as  Allegheny, 
Penn.,  but  on  account  of  low  water,  being  forced  to  make  the  trip  in  boats, 
as  there  were  no  railroads,  they  were  compelled  to  remain  in  Allegheny 
until  the  following  spring,  when  they. .. located  in  Muscatine.  Mr.  Ziegler 
brought  a  stock  of  merchandise  with  him,  and  again  embarked  in  that  line 
of  business  in  a  rented  store,  but  the  following  year  erected  a  store 
building,  his  goods  being  kept  in  the  lower  story,  the  family  residing 
above.  He  continued  in  business  until  1846,  when  he  removed  to  a  farm,  but 
in  a  short  time  returned  to  the  city ...Mr.  Ziegler  was  a  Methodist,  his 
wife... a  Lutheran,  but  both  were  members  of  the  Methodist  church  for  many 
years.. .In  early  years  he  (was  a)  Democrat,  but  later  (was  a)  Republican 
...He  served  as  Secretary  of  the  Agricultural  Society  for  many  years,  was 
a  man  of  strong  convictions  and  decided  in  his  views,  and  was  held  in  high 
regard  by  all.  He  had  6  children  who  lived  to  man  and  womanhood*

Muscatine  was  first  known  as  Bloomington,  and  for  the  years  1845, 

1846,  and  1847,  at  least,  John  Ziegler  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  the 
Muscatibe  Cbunty  Commissioners'  Court.  (History  of  Muscatibe  County. 

Chic.,  Western  Historical  Co., 1879*  PP  417-22)  "The  Bloomington  Herald" 
carried  the  following  advertisement* 

"New  Store*  the  subscriber  offers  for  sale  a  large  assortment  of 
Dry  Goods,  consisting  in  Part  of  Ready  Made  Clothing;  also  Groceries, 
Hardware,  Cutlery,  Glassware,  Boots  &  Shoes,  Window  Glass  and  Sash.  All 
of  which  will  be  sold  for  cash  or  exchnage  for  dry  hides,  deer  skins,  etc. 

John  Ziegler.  Bloomington,  Oct.  26,  1840. " 
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"I  am  inclined  to  think  Mr.  Ziegler  the  first  merchant  who  kept 
ready  made  clothing. » .(He)  was  also  one  of  the  signers  of  the  petition 
to  change  the  name  Bloomington  to  Muscatine,  in  June,  1849*"  (Walton, 

J.P.  —  Pioneer  Paper.  History  of  Muscatine  County.  1879*  p.45) 

To  return  to  Simeon  Baker.  Pension  records  for  the  War  of  1812  show 
that  a  SIMEON  BAKER  enlisted  in  December,  1814,  at  Upper  Red  Hook,  Duchess 
County,  New  York,  and  that  he  was  bom  in  Rhode  Island  in  1790.  Application 
for  bounty  land  gives  no  other  pertinent  information. 

1820  U.S.  Census  records  for  Butler  Oounty,  Pennsylvania,  show  SIMEON 
BAKER  living  in  Slippery  Rock  Township,  with  2  males  under  10,  2  males 
16-26,  1  male  2 6-^5,  2  females  under  10,  1  female  26-45,  with  2  persons 
engaged  in  manufacture. 

In  either  1845  or  1846,  Simeon  and  Elisabeth  Baker  separated,  he  returning 
East,  she,  with  the  younger  children  still  living  at  home,  remaining  for  a 
time  in  Ohio.  No  cause  for  this  is  now  known  although  it  is  possible  (hints 
to  this  effect  were  dropped  in  later  years  by  Rebecca  (Baker)  Roberts)  that 
she  refused  to  accompany  him  East,  preferring  to  remain  near  her  children. 
However,  the  youngest  daughter  Emily  (Baker)  McConnaughey  stated  that  he  was 
of  a  mean  disposition,  and  was  "very  English"  in  manner  and  personality,  so 
no  doubt  it  was  a  case  of  incompatibility. 

Some  of  the  older  children  had  settled  in  Washington  Cbunty,  Iowa,  and 
Elisabeth  Baker  took  her  daughters,  and  traveling  by  canal  boat  and  steamer, 
went  West  to  Brighton,  Washington  County,  Iowa.  According  to  the  first  Iowa 
Census,  taken  in  18^9,  these  records  now  being  housed  in  the  State  Historical 
Building,  Des  Moines,  I<>wa,  ELIZABETH  BAKER  was  in  18^9  living  near  her  son- 
in-law  WILLIAM  FRAME  (5  members  in  the  family),  her  own  family  consisting  of 
5«  Nearby  also,  was  the  family  of  Marcus  Roberts,  into  whose  family  her 
daughter  Rebecca  later  married. 

After  leaving  his  family  in  Ohio,  Simeon  Baker  returned  East,  presumably 
the  state  of  New  York.  A  search  of  the  I85O  Census  records  for  Onondaga 
County,  New  York,  showed  a  SIMEON  BAKER,  living  at  Clay,  aged  60,  bom  Rhode 
Island.  The  1870  Census  lists  him  as  aged  70,  born  Rhode  Island,  laborer. 

In  each  instance  he  is  listed  as  a  single  man.  (Note:  Search  made  of  Onondaga 
County  because  my  grandmother,  Martha  Miranda  (Baker)  Gross,  said  shortly 
before  she  died,  that  she  saw  her  grandfather  Baker  but  once  in  her  life, 
about  the  time  of  the  birth  of  her  second  child,  1870,  and  that  he  paid  her 
father  a  brief  visit.  At  that  time  he  was  living  in  or  near  Syracuse. --T.L. 
Caylor)  It  is  not  known  when  or  where  Simeon  Baker  died.

Rebecca  (Marsh)  Frame,  and  was  born  Oct.  11,  1816,  in  Chester 
Go.,  Penn.  He  died  April  12,  I865,  at  Woodward  Post  Hospital, 
Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

He  enlisted  September  2 6,  1861,  at  Clay,  Iowa,  for  service  in 
the  Union  Army  for  5  years.  The  Muster- in-Roll,  dated  Dec.  15, 

1862,  Muscatine,  Iowa,  describes  him  as  follows*  "ifcyes  -  blue, 
hair  -  dark,  complexion  -  light,  height  -  6  ft.  1  in."  He  served 
as  corporal  until  March,  1 865,  at  which  time  he  became  a  sergeant. 

He  served  with  the  57th  Iowa  Volunteer  Rgt.  of  Infantry,  Co.  H. 

He  was  either  wounded,  or  contracted  some  disease,  prior  to  Feb. 

10,  186^,  at  which  time  he  entered  the  Woodward  Post  Hospital  and 
died  there  the  following  April.

for  distinction's  sake... Out  of  the  parish  of  Shots, . . .John 

Thomson  •••  Out  of  the  parish  of  Calder,  William  Pram  ..." 

Since  the  name  William  is  repeated  in  every  generation*  it  is 
possible  that  the  above  William  Frame  who  escaped  shipwreck  and 
banishment,  is  the  ancestor  of  the  line  that  eventually  came  to 
Iowa.  The  family  is  also  mentioned  in  Hanna,  vol.  1,  p.496t  "A 
large  number  of  settlers  had  come  (to  County  Down,  Ireland)  with 
Sir  Hugh  Montgomery  to  the  Ards  during  the  first  four  years  of  his 
colonization  (l6lO-l6l4)  ...  no  list  of  the  original  settlers  can  be 
found.  Among  them  were  several  named  Orr,  the  earliest  recorded 
deaths  in  this  connection,  after  their  settlement  in  the  Ards, 
were  those  of  James  Orr  of  Ballyblack,  who  died  1607,  and  Janet 
Me Clement  his  wife,  who  died  1 656.  Their  descendants  in  the  female 
line  intermarried  with  the  families  of  •••  Frame  of  Munlough."

"William  Frame,  a  native  of  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania, 
was  bom  June  29,  1776.  He  moved  from  Baltimore,  Matyland,  to 
Poland,  Ohio,  in  1827,  and  settled  where  Struthers  Station  now 
stands.  In  early  life  he  was  a  miller,  and  followed  that  vocation 
to  some  extent  in  Ohio,  though  his  chief  occupation  was  farming. 

He  was  for  some  time  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  Poland,  Ohio.  He 
died  in  1842,  aged  66  years.  His  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was 
Rebecca  Marsh,  a  native  of  New  Jersey,  survived  him  about  6  months.

William  S.  M.  Frame  was  a  farmer.  He  and  his  family  moved  to 
Iowa  from  Ohio  about  1845.  In  the  first  years,  opening  up  and 
clearing  the  land,  the  first  crop  they  raised  was  broom  com,  which 
the  family  made  into  brooms  and  sold  to  other  settlers  and  in  the 
little  towns,  thus  getting  badly  needed  cash  to  continue  operations* 
and  which  proved  quite  profitable.  According  to  Census  Records 
(1st  Iowa  Census,  Washington  County,  1849;  U.S.  Cbnsus  1850;  and 
I856  Census  of  Washington  County,  I0wa)  they  had  8  children#

The  Roberts  family  is  of  Scotch  origin,  but  little  more  is  known 
of  them,  only  the  tradition  that  the  emigrant  ancestor  was  Scotch, 
his  wife  Welsh,  both  he  &  his  wife  being  born  and  raised  in  the  same 
neighborhood,  his  home  being  in  Scotland,  while  hers  lay  across  the 
border  in  Wales.  It  is  not  known  when  they  came  to  the  U.S.,  but 
it  was  previous  to  June  8,  1795  >  and  they  settled  in  Connecticut, 
where,  on  that  date,  their  son  Marquis  Roberts  was  born.  Presumably 
they  were  farmers,  since  both  Marquis  Roberts  and  his  son  Philemon 
were  farmers,  but  the  available  data  about  this  first  Roberts  and 
his  wife  is  so  scanty,  it  has  been  impossible  to  date  to  locate  or 
trace  them  in  Connecticut.  The  Roberts  Family  Bible  Records  give 
only  the  birth  dates  of  Marquis  Roberts  and  his  wife  Lobiron. 

Presumably  Marquis  Roberts  was  raised  in  Connecticut  and  married 
there,  but  before  he  was  28,  he  was  living  on  a  farm  in  Gustavus 
Township,  Trumbull  County,  Ohio,  where,  on  July  l4,  1825,  his  son 
Philemon  was  born.  There  are  several  references  to  him  and  his  wife 
Lobiron  in  the  two-volume  "History  of  Trumbull  and  Mahoning  Counties, 
Ohio",  published  in  1882.  In  vol.  2,  p.  478,  is  this* 

"A  meeting  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  church  organiza¬ 
tion  April  27,  1825.  After  an  introductory  prayer  by  Rev.  Joseph 
Badger,  a  sermon  was  delivered  by  Rob.  Ephraim  T»  Woodruff,  letters 
wore  read  from  the  churches  of  Vernon  and  Wayne  containing  the 
following  names* . William  and  Marquis  Roberts  . ....  (there  are 
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27  names  in  all).  The  above  named  persons  were  then  solemnly 
organized  into  a  Congregational  Church.  The  above  is  from  the 
church  record  signed  'Joseph  Badger,  Moderator'.  The  church  was 
organized  on  the  plan  of  union  adopted  by  most  of  the  early  Congre¬ 
gational  and  Presbyterian  churches. 11 

In  this  Gustavus  Church  differences  of  opinion  on  doctrinal 
natters  later  arose,  and  under  the  heading  'Congregational  Church' 
p.  478,  vol.  2,  is  this  statement* 

"The  Congregational  Church  of  Gustavus  was  organized  Sept.  5» 
I852,  with  17  members:  William  and  Thersa  Roberts,  . ",  etc. 

It  is  possible  that  this  William  Roberts,  who  was  also  one  of 
the  charter  members  of  the  Gustavus  Church  organized  in  1825,  was 
a  brother  of  Marquis  Roberts.  If  so,  he  did  not  move  to  Iowa,  and 
all  knowledge  of  any  such  relationship  is  now  lost  among  the 
descendants  of  Marquis  Roberts. 

In  April,  1848,  Marquis  Roberts  and  his  family  moved  further 
west,  to  Washington  County,  Iowa  (this  being  stated  in  the  Roberts 
Bible  Records),  settling  in  or  near  the  town  of  Brighton.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  evidently  they  did  not  travel  alone,  but 
with  a  group  of  the  Gustavus  Township  friends  and  neighbors.  Among 
the  charter  members  of  the  Gustavus  church  are  the  names  of  at  least 
5  families  —  the  Badgers,  Meachams,  and  Beamans  —  who  settled  in 
Franklin,  Clay,  and  Brighton  Townships  in  Washington  Cbunty,  Iowa, 
and  either  organized,  or  were  charter  members  of  the  Clay  and 
Franklin  Congregational  Churches. 

In  the  earliest  census  of  Washington  County,  Iowa,  taken  in  1849, 
and  now  housed  on  the  Jrd  floor  of  the  Iowa  Historical  Library 
building  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  Marquis  Roberts  is  listed  like  this: 
"Marcus  Roberts  4"  —  the  nucber  after  the  name  indicating  the 
number  of  members  in  the  family.  The  census  was  not  taken  by 
townships,  but  lumped  together. 

The  I85O  Federal  Cbnsus  for  Iowa,  Washington  Cbunty,  vol.  Jk, 

Town  of  Brighton,  also  on  the  5**d  floor  of  the  Iowa  Historical 
Library  building,  lists  the  Roberts  family  as  follows* 

Marcus  Roberts,  age  J>k,  bom  in  Conn.,  Farmer,  value  of 
land  owned  #10000. 

Leber  Ann  Roberts,  age  49,  bom  in  Conn. 

Orlinda  Roberts,  age  17»  born  in  Ohio. 

Philemon  Roberts,  age  28,  bom  in  Ohio,  saddler,  value  of 
land  owned  iiJOO. 

In  I856  the  state  of  Iowa  took  another  census,  and  in  vol*  66, 
Washington  Cbunty,  the  Roberts  family  is  listed  under  Clay  Town¬ 
ship,  on  page  178.  Evidently  Marquis  Roberts  and  his  wife,  now 
retired,  were  living  with  the  son  Philemon,  who  had  married  and 
had  2  small  children* 

P.A.  Roberts,  age  JO,  male,  married,  8  years  resident  in 
the  state,  bom  in  Ohio,  farmer,  native  voter, 
in  the  militia,  land  owner. 

R.M. Roberts,  age  25,  female,  married,  bom  in  Ohio. 

B.H. Roberts,  age  2,  male,  bom  in  Iowa. 
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A. R. Roberts,  age  0,  female,  bom  in  Iowa. 

Marquis  Roberts,  age  6l,  male,  married,  8  years  in  state, 
born  in  Conn-,  retired,  native  voter,  land  owner. 

L. Roberts,  age  55,  female,  married,  8  years  in  state, 
bom  in  Conn. 

Marquis  Roberts  died  Jan.  6,  1878,  aged  82  years  and  7  months, 
according  to  the  inscription  on  his  gravestone  in  New  Haven 
Cemetary,  Dutch  Greek  Township,  Washington  County,  Iowa.  His  wife's 
stone  in  the  same  cemetary  bears  this  inscription* 

"Lobiron,  wife  of  Marquis  Roberts,  Died  May  l4,  1885,  aged 
82  years,  20  days." 

(977*7  D26,  vol.  59,  Iowa  Historical  Library,  p.  75  —  Washington 
County  Graveyard  Records  of  all  Fersons  Bom  Before  1850.) 

Their  grandson,  Jan  C.  Roberts  of  Clarksville,  Iowa,  who 
remembered  them  well,  described  Marquis  Roberts  as  a  6-foot,  typical 
Scotchman,  while  Lobiron  "was  a  little  bit  of  a  woman".  They  had 
2  children*  Philemon  and  Erlinda.  The  following  genealogy  was 
found  in  the  Roberts  family  Bible  records,  unless  otherwise,  and 
was  also  furnished  by  Jan  Cheever  Roberts  of  Clarksville,  Iowa,  in 
June,  1946,  and  by  Mrs.  R.J.  (Maynard)  Roberts  Eggleston,  of 
LaCrosse,  Wisconsin.
